Sorry for the delay in getting back to you, Tom. I've been on a job here in 
Los Angeles that raised the ire of the LAPD so I'm just catching up on back 
email. This comes to you from high atop the palatial Motel 6 in Rosemead. 


I didn't get too much info but here it is... 


I asked him some details of how the code wheels work in the GRA-71. There 
are two such wheels as you may know and it's never been clear to me how you 
were supposed to generate a cypher that anyone else with a GRA-71 couldn't 
break. The explanation was that a pad - possibly a one-time pad - was used 
in conjunction with the encoder to produce a secure cypher text. 
Cryptography is a bit out of my line so maybe other list members can shed 
more light on this. 


Operationally, things worked pretty much as most of us would suspect. At an 
appointed time and on an assigned frequency the prepared message would be 
sent zzzip! at about 300wpm. It was recorded at the receiving end where it 
was slowed down and the resulting code groups decoded. This was pretty much 
a one way operation, at least when the GRA-71 was employed. If an answer 
was required it might come in days or weeks again at an assigned frequency 
and time. I assume this was in the form of code groups sent at normal speed. 


Naturally I wanted to ask questions beginning with "when?" and "where?" but 
was too shy to put him on the spot like that in a public place.

Hi Guido, 


Well you have water inside the water-tight case! When the inside warms up, 
it turns into a rain forest. Soon you will notice fungus and mold and all 
kinds of cool stuff growing in the interior. Indeed, the inside will 
start to look the same color as the outside. 


What you need to do is bake that puppy outside of the case, drive out all 
the moisture, let it cool in a xdryx environment, then reseal it in the 
case. Once sealed and dry inside, it will stay that way regardless of the 
moisture outside. 


A quick alternative which is almost as good would be to crack the case 
and let it run. The moisture will evaporate out the crack over time. If 
you do this routinely it will stay dry enough.

Well, my HT32 is working somewhat but I am concerned about either a problem 
with my unit or a questionable design by Hallicrafters. I noted at power up 
a couple of sparks in the final amp area. It appears that the in this unit 
the 6146's are the main power supply bleeder (the only other "bleeder" in 
the HV section are two 220k resistors in series which obviously draw very 
little current). With the 6146's warm and drawing current HV measures 
between 770 and 780 in the standby position. However on power up the 5r4 
comes up to emission faster that the 6146's and the HV measured at the 
plates peaks at about 1060 V (for a couple of seconds) before dropping to 
the normal value. Effectively, this choke input supply is operating as a 
capacitor input due to the low current draw prior to final amp warmup. The 
same scenario happens if the grid bias is adjusted more negative than called 
for in specs. So, am I missing something; is my HT32 missing something; or 
should the designers at Halli have spent a few cents on a proper bleeder 
resistor-in todays world using 6146's biased partially on as bleeders seems 
rather expensive.

I finally got my Hallicrafters HA1 keyer to work properly. For years, 
the speed varied with temperature, and it would skip dits. I checked the 
resistors in the speed circuit, and they were all within spec. So, I 
started replacing the paper caps. Replacing them one by one finally got 
it working properly again. They checked out as ok for leakage on my ohm 
meter, but were likely leaking at higher applied voltages. They were the 
infamous CDE black tubulars. They showed no signs of external 
deterioration, but a pair of orange drops finally seems to have fixed 

it.
